A gilrled six horse 
couch and several four horse carriage1- 
wore "i-iit to fetch each embassy and 
puiu'. Ktich embassy was1 escorted by 
six mounted grooms and was received 
by guards of honor nt the Kremlin, 
where they wero conducted with great 
ceremony "to the Alexander salon and 
thence to the EkiUerina hall, where 
they wore received in audience.

mission are in no way flattering and 
the French alliance is strongly depre- 
cated by the lower claws nnd even by 
the enlighted official classes, who have 
easily discovered that there is no depth 
of sincerity in tho professed fellowship.

Presbyterian General Assembly Hnviug 


a Lively Time. 


SARATOGA. May 23. — The Presbyter- 


ian general assembly broke up at 5 
o'clock Friday afternoon in confusion 
in the midst of the vote on resolutions 
of the special committee on the rela- 
tions of young people's societies to the 
church . Rerolntions have been adopted 
directing that a -statement of rela- 
tions" be sent to the separate societies 
to be read by them, and reaffirming the 
action of the assembly of 18UH. 
The 


former recommendation was reached 
only after a long discussion and under 
the operation of the previous question. 


Just at the hour of adjournment a 


motion was made to strike out the other 
recommendations of tho committee and 
to discharge it. Action on this motion 
was prevented by the abnipt announce- 
ment of the moderator, Dr. Benjamin 
TJ. Aenew of Philadelphia, that tho 
hour of the session had expired and that 
the assembly stood adjourned. 


One recommendation of the commit- 


tee was entirely eliminated after an 
animated discussion and after a divis- 
ion. Ir related to the formation of 
Presbyterian unions of young people's 
societies in all of the presbyteries. The 
action in this direction was due to the 
belief that the plan as proposed would 
seriously interfere with present inter- 
denominational associations aud co 
operation

many instances countless thousands of 
rabbits have been seea on one side of a 
fence dead or dying of starvation after 
eating all the available food supplies 
and teapmg up at the fence in their at- 
tempts to surmount it One can imagine 
how they would rush through in the 
event of any opening appearing and 
cow a single break in the fence inight 
be the doom of a country act previous- 
ly infested. 


There have been many projects for the 


commercial utilization of the animals by 
sending them over here in. order to con- 
tribute both to our food supplies and to 
the cost of their own destruction, but 
hitherto the enterprise has cot been very 
profitable, while some of the most com- 
petent authorities in the colonies think 
-that if it should be followed up flie re- 
•sa.it may be to conserve the rabbits in- 
stead of getting rid of them. On the 
other hand, too, the shipping of some 
hundreds of thousands, or even a mil- 
lion or two, of rabbits to Great Britain 
every year would not be likely to make 
any appreciable difference on the num- 
bers left behind to constitute what it is 
feared mast be regarded as a pest now al- 
together ineradicable. —londou Times.

Rapid Fhototrmphy. 


Professor E. Mache of Prague is cred- 


ited with some remarkable achievements 
in the line of rapid photography. Thus 
lie flight of a projectile has been fas- 
tened on a sensitive plate, the exposure 
aeing estimated at probably about one- 
thousandth of a second. In taking this 
picture Professor Hache succeeded not 
mly in showing the projectile proper 
upon'lie' negative, but he also shows the 
air currents, and the condensing of 
photograph, it is thought, might explain 
the luminous tail on comets and on 
meteors, which are presumably projec- 
tiles hurled through infinite space upon 
a larger scale. 
Another of these photo- 


graphic achievements is air occasioned 
by the flight of aleaden ball. Its current 
of air is diverted to all sides at an angle 
of about 45 degrees to the axis of the 
projectile, and the whirlwind in its 
wake shows particles of dust and other 
atoms carried in the atmosphere, driven 
with, an energetic motion in the road 
which the projectile has just left, and 
following it with almost the same rapid- 
ity-

People who have never been in a 


jtmglo talk of the sky as a pointer 
talks of the horizon or ;i seafaring 
man of the offing—as if when you 
wanted to see it you only need use 
your eyes. But in the jungle you 
don't see the sky—at least you only 
see a few scraggy patches of it over- 
head through the openings in the 
twigs and leaves. Neither do you feel 
the -wind blowing, nor get burned 
and dazzled by the sun, nor even see 
that luminary, except lay momentary 
glimpses about midday, from -which 
it follows that a junglaman does cot 
usually pretend to be vreatherwise. 
If he does, be is even a greater hum- 
tug than the rest of tho-weather 
prophets. On tho afternoon about 
which "wo are speaking I remember 
setting forth on my walk in the still 
glow of the tropical calm and won- 
dering rather at the intense stillness 
of the surrounding forest Then the 
air grew cooler and the green of the 
foliage in front seemed to deepen, 
and presently thero "was a sound as 
of a- giant waterfall in tho distance. 
Waterfalls do not, however, grow 
louder every second, whereas the 
nose in front did so. Then there was 
a loud, angry growl as of. a dozen 
lions. A minute more and the whole 
jungle began to roar as if 50 squad- 
rons of heavy cavalry '.Tore coming 
up at a gallop. Then came a drop of 
rain and a peal of thunder which 
seemed to make the world stop. 


Then tho storm uiigan. The sky 


above darkened; the trees clattered; 
the brushwood beneath hissed and 
bowed itself. A deluge of raindrops 
blotted out the narrow view. Down 
it came, soaking through the densest 
leaves under which one fled for 
refugo, striking the grass and sand 
with millions of dull thuds, dashing 
furiously against the leaves as if 
they were so many hostile shields, 
streaking the air with innumerable 
perpendicular lines and hurling it- 
self down with the force of bullets.

vation of Asphalt streets. A hollow 
in the street surface is a receptacle 
for the accumulation of rubbish and 
moisture, generating noxious gasses 
and disease germs, as well as causing 
a rot in the asphalt. Streets^made 
with stone block, the spaces between 
which are filled with sand, are very 
unsanitary. Decaying rubbish, gland- 
erous discharge of animals, sputa 
from consumptives, typhoid and other 
bacilli accumulate in the sand be- 
tween the blocks and are constantly 
carried about by the wind. The 
poisonous material becomes dessicat- 
ed and mixed with the sand and dust 
of the street and whirled about by 
the wind. Many cases of contagious 
diseases, whose source is considered 
so mysterious, are the result of in- 
haling the poisonous street air. For 
ease to teams in hauling heavy loads, 
for a saving of vehicles, freedom from 
noise of trafic. for comfort, conven- 
ience and best possible sanitary con- 
ditions asphalt street pavements 
stand first in order.

A telephone line is being run Into 


Lima from the west and the persons 
engaged in constructing it opeulv dis- 
regard the ordinance regulating the 
height of polea to be used in con- 
structing such a line within the cor- 
poration. 


The ordinance, wnich was passed 


several years ago, ai the time the 
electric light people were construct- 
ing their lines, requires that all tel- 
ephone, telegraph or electric light 
poles shall oe not less than thirty-five 
leet in height above the ground. 
The poles that are being put up along 
Jameson avenue and west High street 
average thirty-four feet long over all, 
and when put five feet into the 
ground, as the ordinance demands, 
will fall six feet short of the legal 
requirement. 


Ordinances are not made merely to 


be breken; they are usually passed 
for the benefit of the public. That 
being the case, the authorities whose 
duty it is to see that such legislation 
is not openly defied and Ignored, 
should at once take steps to prevent 
the further erection of these pigmy 
poles within the city limits. If one 
ordinance may be ignored with impu- 
nity why may not all be similarly 
treated? If one man or set of men 
may defy the ordinance why not all 
men? It is an extremely poor prece- 
dent to permit open violation of mu- 
nicipal laws, and the street commis- 
sioner, whose duty it is to look after 
this particular class of offences, should 
at once put an end to it.

the headquarters are located, that 
plans have been made to start two 
new branches; one at Lima, for the 
benefit of tbe operators in the South 
Lima field, and tbe other at Montpe- 
lier, Ind., for the benefit ot tbe In- 
diana oil producers. It requires a 
membership of fifty to start a branch, 
which will be governed by the same 
laws as the main organization, and 
will have at Its head a "Vice President 
of the association, to be elected by 
the branch and approved by the 
Board of Directors of the association. 


Mr. Preston B. Goss, the secretary 


of the association, has been looking 
after the establishment of the branch- 
es, and has secured more tban the 
required number of signers at Mont- 
peuer, and will soon have the Lima 
list up to the half-hundred mark. 
With tbess two branches organized 
and working in harmony with the 
present body, the Western, oil men 
will be in a position- to protest and 
advance their interests to a much 
greater extent than at any former 
time In the nistory of the field.

July 2, or the Visitation, to commem- 
orate the visi* paid by the Virgin Mary 
to her cotisin Elizabeth (insrirctvd by 
Pope Urban VI in 1363); Sept, 8, oV 
tho Nativity, and Dec. 8, or the Con- 
ception. 


But the 25th of March, or the An- 


nunciation, is moet regarded, as it is 
the anniversary, according lo St. Au- 
gustine, of the great event to which it 
owes its origin, mid tho in? tiration of 
this f cstivai dates f rom very early times, 
since St. Atlmnasius makes mention of 
it iu one of his sermons. An order of 
tiio Patriuruli Nlcuphoms having given 
permission to breek (ho fast of .Lent if 
the Annunciation happened to fall on 
tho Thursday cu Trio.:)- of Huly week, 
a council convened at Toledo in 056 to 
preserve tho complete observance of 
Lent and orderf-d the mmpfereuce of the 
holiday to the week preceding Christ- 
mao Sitno of the eastern churches still 
follov.' Sfcit; decree, but the Syrians have 
Used it; on DP& 3 and the Armenians 
ou tho 5th of January, while iu the 
Latin church it ha* resumed its old 
place in the ecclesiastical calendar. 
In 


tho western church, if it should fail iu 
the Easter fortnight, its celebrariou is 
postponed nuril the second Monday fol- 
lowing the festival. 


Lady day of March has always been 


very highly observed in England. The 
synod of W«tccstcr, 1240 A. D., by one 
of its canons forbade all servile work 
upon it, and this was afterward con- 
firmed by various provincial and dioc- 
esan councils iu all respects except ag- 
ricultural labor. 


In Rome, in the early part of tlie ccn- 


rnry, tho U;iy u.-.fd to bo celebrated with 
great pomp .uui splendor. \Ve road that 
the windows were hunsr with crimson 
and yellow silk draperies and occupied 
by females iu most gorgeous attire, 
vhilo the olmrrhos were pati'tillcd by 
thn pope's horse guards in their pplcu- 
did lull dress uniforms:, .jill of whom. 
wore in thpir caps a sprig of myrtle as 
a Figu of rf joieiujj. Ceforo tlic service a 
procfw.^u iippr ared, preceded by anoth- 
er dctachuitiit of the guards, mounted 
on bltv'k cU.vrgers, who riide forward TO 
clea» the way to die sound of trumpet 
anil tho bt-atiijg of drums. This martial 
array was followed by a bareheaded 
priest on :i white, mule, bearing i hi- Lust 
m a gold cup, at tin- sight of \\iiich ev- 
erybody prostrated himself, 
Th« pope 


used formerly to ride ou tho white iniile 
himself, and all tho cardinals used to 
follow him in their magnificent robes 
of state, but as tlie eminentissimi were 
for the mosr part not very eminent 
horsemen they were generally fastened 
on lest they should tumble off. 


It is not to be supposed that in this 


country the day would be without its 
tradition or superstition, cowe find that 
it was considered a public misfortune 
if Lady day fell on Easter day, and the 
mediaoval couplet, runs : 


When our Lady falls in our Lord's lap, 
Then England bcwari- of great mishap. 
No less than 13 sainte figure in the 


calendar on this day. 
Of these two 


were ladies — St. Unla and St. Ida; one 
Irishman, St. Camniin, abbot of Inis- 
keltra, ;md two Englishmen, St. Alf- 
wolf , bishop of Shorbonie, and St. Wil- 
liam, the child martyr, of Norwich. 


In Tho Calendar of tlie Anglican 


Chnrch we find a statement showing 
how great m micil'iit times was the ven- 
cration for tin- Virgin in thij coxmtiy. 
Published in 1S51, the book stares that 
no fewer than 2,120 churches were 
named in her honor alone, besides 103 
where she was zifMucintcd with some 
other siint.

same work, picroruilly the Virgin 1° 
nearly always shown kuofling or seated 
ul a table reading.

Xaaman the Syrian and his recovery 
from leprosy, ami in simplicity, direct- 
ness, movement and dramatic fire the 
story cannii:; be surpassed. It is told, 
too, with such impartiality that we 
Bfem to be looking npon life itself, and 
t=ueh is its rare art that there is abso- 
lute freedom from any feeling of tho 
personality of the author. And, though 
so brief, the narrative holds a great 
deal—first, the revelation of the po- 
lirieal. social aud religions conditions of 
thu limes, and then within these, which 
are always the necessary groundwork 
and frame, there is seen that separate 
and yet at. the same time interdepend- 
ent play of character which is feo es- 
sential ro the drama. Then, too, the 
narrative fulls inevitably into the usual 
five acts, iiiirt these carry out strictly 
the Aristotelian analysis of dramatic 
tragedy—tlie beginning, increase, cli- 
max, declension, consequence or fall— 
and all takes place in such a way that 
that purilicafioii of tin- mind by calling 
forth the feelings expiry :iud terror, the 
artistic and ethical aim of tragedy, is 
fully accomplished.

CHILDREN OF CHINATOWN. 


They Mukf the Mont I'ieturr&que Feature 


of a S«|ua)iU Ouarter. 


Wh«o the Chinese quarter of San 


Francisco is picturesque and might 


ll he taken for part of the Chinese 


empire, This picturesqueness covers 
a multitude of sins. What delights 
the eye often offends tho nose, and 
a worse combination of evil smells 
can hardly to imagined than those 
•yne meets in this crowded and filthy 
quarter. 


IK pieturesqueness, however, is 


its redeeming feature, and the pret- 
tiest things that greet tho eye aro 
the bright eyed and quaintly clad 
little children. 


The streets abound •with children 


of all ages and conditions, and while 
nearly all of them are born in this 
country many are as ignorant of the 
English language as if they had 
been brought up in the heart of Chi- 
na. 
Others, again, true "street 


Arabs," though Chinese, are too fa- 
miliar with slant; phrases of the 
language of their adoption. 


As a general rule, however, their 


education is by no means neglected. 
In this strange and curious meeting 
of tho oldest civilization of the east 
with that of the youngest of tho 
west queer neighborhoods are some- 
times formed. 
Christian churches 


are found next to Chinese temples, 
ar.d while tho organ of the former 
peals forth its melodious tones they 
mmglo with the pagan chant of 
priests and acolytes of the neighbor- 
ing "josshouse."' There exists in 
the heart of Chinatown a public 
school 
for Chinese children, in 


charge of tho San Francisco board of 
education, and it is attended by 
many bright, studious little pigtailed 
pupils, all eager to gain an Ameri- 
can common school education. 
A 


few doort. from rhis inf-titution is 11 
school kept by an old Chinese school- 
master—a wise and learned man— 
especially imported from China to 
teach these littlo pagans tho wisdom 
of Contueius and other Chinese 
sages. 


The pupils of the former school 


are taught to read and write Eng- 
lish as well as Chinese. 
They learn 


arithmetic from our well known 
textbooks, and also aro taught the 
true geography of tho world. In the 
latter school thcjr puzzle their little 
brains over problems in arithmetic 
on tha Chinese counting board. 
In 


Chinese geography they learn that, 
with tha exception of a -few small, 
half civilized countries, China rep- 
resents and controls tho world. 


In addition they are taught also 


poiite deportment, to read and write 
the complicated Chinese characters, 
as well as the teachings of their 
great philosopher Confucius. In oth- 
er words, they receive the same edu- 
cation as that of a boy living in the 
shadow of the great wall of China. 
A most pleasing and notable feature 
in this school is the politeness with 
•which the pupils treat one another. 


I have often seen a class of 10 or 


15 of these little boys marching out 
of school in single file. Each carried 
his counting board and books under 
his arm, and all chatted merrily as 
they passed along. Whon they reach- 
ed the corner of the street, where 
one or more of them left the rest, 
nil stopped n moment, and made a 
low bmv tn iho departing ones, and 
then went on thoir march, keeping 
up tho bnma ceremony until they 
had nil bu\ved one another home. 


The boys who wont to this Chinese 


school wero mostly ibe sons of 
wealthy merchants, while thoso of 
the public school, as a rule, belonged 
to tho poorer classes. — Theodore 
AVores m St. Kicholas.

of the street and whirled about by 
the wind. Many cases of contagions 
diseases, whose source is considered 
so mysterious, are the result of in- 
haling the poisonous street air. For 
ease to teams in hauling heavy loads, 
for a saying of vehicles, freedom from 
noise of trafic, for comfort, conven- 
ience and best possible sanitary con- 
ditions asphalt street pavements 
stand first in order. 


The minimum life of an asphalt 


street should be twelve years, while 
the maximum cost should not exceed 
•2.50 per square yard, laid on con- 
crete foundation, (concrete six inches, 
asphalt two inches). 


Asphalt, which is so extensively 


used in the pavements of streets, is 
found in many parts of the world; 
around the shore of the Dead Sea, 
Trinidad Lake, in Trinidad, Santa 
Barbara, Cal, in Kentucky, in Utah 
and many other places.
